Wheu a deaf-mute reaches the top 
of his cho.seii calling, he is worthy of 
double honor. H. Humphrey 
Moore, an Americau artist resident 
in Paris, is both deaf and dumb; but 
iu spite of these physical defects, his 
achievements rank among the first of 
the great painters of to-day. 

Nature seems to have compensat- 
ed him for the drawbacks mention- 
ed. Though the sound of his voice 
can never be heard, and the sweetest 
of music can not charm a deaf ear, 
yet when free from the cares of 
brush and easel, he whiles away the 
liours by sign language and by writ- 
leu conversation. 

Humphrey Moore and his charm- 
ing Spanish wife converse together 
as freely with their hands as others 
do with their tongues. He is even 
eloquent in the expressions of his 
emotions. Once I saw him express 
contempt for a man who had been 
guilty of a rudene.ss. Never before 
had I realized so well that there is a 
language of the eye, of the hand, of 
the face, of the brow, of the whole 
being, as well as that of the tongue. 
Born in New York some sixty 
years ago, Moore studied under Ger- 
ome at the famous I'lcole des Beaux 
Arts, where .so many other Ameri- 
cans learned the lessons which led to 
fame. And when iu later years 
Moore had won as much distinction 
as his master, Oerome expressed his 
approval by the word.s: " All I have 
to .say is that I am proud that you 
have been my pupil," Moore has 
lived so long in Paris that French- 
men claim him as their own, just as 
Knglishmen claim Sargent. He has 
Ijeen exhibiting in the salon for 
thirty-seven years. 

Frankly idealistic, Moore is an 
all-round painter who adorns every 
subject lie touches. Most artists 
run in one particular grove. Henner 
painted a red-haired, sickly girl in 
his youth, and kept on painting her 
till his death. Bongerau painted a 
manicured and pedicured beauty, 
and not even Miss Gardener, the 
strong American painter whom he 
married, could give him a new .sub- 
ject. Chelminsky paints Kajjolcon 
and nothing more. Alexander Har- 
risoti will keep on painting seascapes 
as long as he lives, and more power 
to his elbow. Ridgway Knight has 
painted a girl In a garden for the 
past forty years, and may he paint 
her forty years more. And so on. 
But Moore goes to Japan, the Sou 
dan, Morocco, Spain, every where for 
his subjects, and does them all well. 
He is a portrait painter al.so; alx)ve 
all a {wrtrait painter of beautiful 
women aud children. . 

Moore is one of our most sincere 
and most successful Orientalists. 
He was a pioneer in Japan and help- 
ed to open up to the wondering eyes 
of the old world the sanctuary of 
Japanese art. Ix)ng before Pierre 
l.rOti published his entrancing 
romances of the de.sert, and while 
" The Light of Asia" was still in the 
womb of time, this deaf and dumb 
American artist and scholar was 
pursuing his studies in old Japan be- 
fore it had taken on Western civiliza- 



tion. He has sixty Japanese panels 
and his collection of Japanese life 
sketches are surpassingly beauti- 
ful. He has brought from the land 
of the Mikado pictures of red -flower- 
ed gardens, of quaint almond-eyed 
little men carrying big parasols, of 
cherry-blossomed landscapes, of 
gardens of living waters, of tattoed 
men and women, of interior views of 
decorative art. He has given us the 
Japanese sky, trees, flowers and life. 
Although he is uot a specialist, 
if he leans a little more on one side 
than another, it is in the direction of 
the Flowery Kingdom. 

Next to Japan, the country from 
which Moore has drawn most of his 
in.spiralion, is proud old Spain. 
Moorish Spain has been his special 
delight. Dead glories never rise, 
said Hannis Taylor, American 
minister to Spain, when viewing 
the Alhambra yet the glories of 
Spain's greatest place are immortaliz- 
ed on canvas by the brush of the 
deaf-mute artist from New York. 
Though Moore's tongue be silent, 
here at least the eloquence of his 
brush is Demosthenic. Soine of his 
views derive additional value from 
the fact that the parts of the Al- 
hambra which they show have been 
destroyed by fire and never live again 
.save in these precious pictures. 

To Andalusia, the Spanish pro- 
vince of beautiful women and hand- 
some horses, the Kentucky of Spain, 
Humphrey Moore goes to paint his 
Carmen and his Dolores. Ravishing 
portraits indeed are they with the 
dark mantillas and the burning 
black eyes. No wonder he loves to 
paint Andalusian beauties, for Mrs. 
Moore is a dark-eyed daughter of 
this far-famed province. And she 
'\9. not only his guide, philosopher 
and friend, but his companion and 
comrade, proud of her gifted 
husband, and translating into 
classical French or into .softly- 
spoken English his sign language. 
Mrs. Moore is a good grand dame 
of Spain and the painter has been 
zealous to win fame, not only for 
his own sake, but is order that at 
lea.st the reflected glory of her hus- 
band might fall upon the fascinating 
Spanish woman. Those who have 
not known of Andalusian birth have 
wondered at the strange signature 
— Isabel del Moore. The participle 
del combined with the American 
patronymic Moore has puzzled them. 
From Spain to Morocco is only 
easy transition. Other American 
])aintershave es.sayed Moorish pic- 
tures with •<uccess. Such for in- 
stance, is Frederic Aurhur Bridg- 
iiian, who has painted many pictures 
of the dusky beauties of Morocco. 
The sad uote of Moore's Moroccan 
pictures is unique. There is one 
whicli recalls " The Broken Pitch- 
er' ' of the Louvie Museum of Greuze. 
It is •• LaCruche Caesee," or " The 
Broken Pitcher of Morocco." An 
adorable Moorish girl clothed iu the 
richest costume stands sadly reflect- 
ing by the sideof a playing fountain. 
The melancholy note of the vanity 
of human wishes is dominant. 

Mr. Moore always studies his sub- 
jects on the spot and takes nothing 
at second hand. —Boston Globe.

The Hartford Monument is a land- 
mark of no artistic value, but some 
local importance. Let the Hartford 
Institution look to its decay. 

The Gallaudet College has a fund 
for .the preservation of the Gallau- 
det statue. Supposing that there is 
none, we are confronted by two prob- 
lems Did the College, by its acts 
of accepting the group, enter into 
an absolute ownership which pre- 
supposes that it could either repair 
it at its expense or let it go to ruin ? 
Or, did it merely assume the re- 
sponsibilities of trusteeship which 
can be cancelled at our plea.sure ? 
"All universities receive bequests, 
which, if form of money, generally 
go into improvements. Should 
these improvements also be per- 
I>etually repaired and preserved at 
the charge of the donors? 

Did the Hartford Institution do- 
nate to the American deaf the plot 
on which the Hartford monument 
now stands, the ground of said plot 
to be turned over and the lawn for- 
ever kept green at our expense ?

In I he program of the Niueteeuth 
Meeting of the Convention of Ameri- 
can InstiK'tois of the Deaf, to be 
held in Delavan, Wis., .Tuly 6th to 
13ih, 1911, there ia one subject ap- 
pointed for a ooiiference or gab- 
fesl by the teachers and principals 
that seems strange to the deaf in 
whose inlerjst and Hdvanceineut 
such H meeting is .supposedly 
organized, aud that is " What Shall 
be Done with the Feeble Minded 
Deaf ? " under the direction of Miss 
Edith Fitzgerald, of Wisconsin. 

Who, in the name of oommun 
seiuse and decency, are the Feeble- 
Minded Deaf? Where does auy- 
body tlraw the line? How many 
of them are there ? 

It is a matter of .surprise ihal the 
Convention of American Instructors 
with Dr. K M. Gallaudet as Pre- 
sident and J. R Dobyns as Vioe- 
Presidenl and Manager, two siauch 
advooatfs of the Combined SvNtera, 
should acknowledge aud accept the 
dictum of an extreme oralist who 
out-llerods Herod, that such a term 
applies to those of the deaf who are 
incapable of being taught by the 
purely oral method, ye» who can be 
and are being taught l)y the Sign 
Methoii in many of the Combined 
System Schools, to day. 

I have .seen, long ago, what the 
officers and members of the Nation- 
al A.ssociation of the Deaf hav<> not, 
antl that Is, the advocate.s of the 
Combined System with Dr. Gallau- 
det at their head, huve made con- 
cession after concession to the 
ever conquering oralists, and the 
lime is uot far distant when the 
star of oialism will be in the as- 
cendant. While most of the con 
cessions are proper, like giving oral 
method a place iu the combined 
sy.stem, etc , this one of recoguiziug 
the claim of an extremist of the 
rabid type that all the deaf for 
whom the 01 al method has no use 
are to be classed as the Feeble- 
Minded, which ia synonymous with 
*' Idiots," is an outrage ou all self- 
respecting deaf of whatever me- 
thod. So far as we know, hut one 
man lias had the conscienceless and 
unblushing eflfrontery to make such 
a claim. It has never l>een made 
by the ladies (God ble.ss them) iu 
charge of the oldest and best known 
oral schtwls in the country. There 
are ami have been many pupils 
in these schtwls, who might well 
be classed as feebleminded, but 
the Horace Mann School never 
closed its doors acainst them. 
As for the Northampton School, 
which was and may still be iu 
the habit of sending such pupils 
to the Hartford School, as a humane 
proceetliug — is there any objection 
to that? Not at all If these 
pupils pan not be l^^oefitled by one 
method, they shonid be given the 
benefit of another. 

Who are the Feeble -Minded ? It 
is tiue that such as cau derive no 
benefit fiom the purely oral method 
is a pretty large class, bnt how 
many of them are there who can 
not be taught by the sign method ? 
Infinitely few. Why then should 
wo be dis-seolwl and classified as 
tlidugh we belong to so many 
orders of the getws homo ? Those 
who can uot l>e taught mentally, 
tnoially and physically are idiots, 
whether dftHf or hearing, and no- 
thing else— -this is ill the last an 
alysis. 

I have had experience with at 
least three such pupils as are heart- 
lessly termed Feeble-Minded, and 
it has been such as to conv ■ 

that they can at least be r, i 

from being " undesiralile citiieus," 
and put into the way of supporting 
themselves. There Is more or less 
a glimmer of intelligence among 
this class of derelicts. As a rule, 
they are quiet and weU-l)ehaved, 
giving next to no trouble at all. 
Some of them can not be taught 
words or language, but they can 
be i to some work or trade 

iu r ' make them.selves useful, 

and in their daily asmciation with 
the other pupils, they learn and 



olwerve, picking up a few signs 
but capable of understanding most 
of what is said to them. Of course, 
there are some who are incapacitat- 
e<l by the St. Vitna Dance, or some 
malformation of the limbs, hut how 
many of these are there? Not one 
in a thousand, and they do not 
form a class by themselves in any 
school. 

Some of our Principals and Su- 
perintendents, with their highly 
sensitive and delicate organizations, 
who have no tight to a place in our 
schools, will say that the school for 
the Feeble-Micded is the place for 
our deaf of that class. Since when 
did they l>egin refining and refining 
our education to suit «he most fasti- 
dious? What is a school for the 
deaf for, anyway? Are our per 
fumed and dandified principals and 
teachers trying to shirk their plain 
duty? If they are, it is time that 
the I^iegislature aud tax-payers 
shonid know it. Hist ! not a word 
of this to the Socialists, or one of 
them might sweep them away with 
his breath in the uextseaaiou of the 
Legislature. 

In my day school in Phoenix, 
there is one young man who eomes 
unquestionally under the designa- 
tion of " Feeble-Minded," and his 
misfortune was caused by the tre- 
panning of his skull while .suffering 
from an attack of brain fever in 
childhood. It affects his memory 
for language, and though he knows 
a limited vocabulary of words he 
never will be ablejto compose a single 
sentence. He can understand what 
is said to him, bnt talks unintelli- 
gibly and cannot answer a question 
direct His father ouoe appren- 
ticed him to a shoemaker. When I 
sug^^est+'d to his father to use his 
son on farm work, which be could 
follow intelligently enough under 
his father or brother's direction, he 
was delii^hled and said that was the 
way to make him useful iv .f 

a burden to him and bimse ■ « 

is no need of packing him off to 
the Asylum for Inoapables at the 
expense of the long^ufferiog tax- 
payers of any oommunity. If I can 
not say, like the Pharisee of old, 
•' I am holier than thou," at least, 
I can say " I am more merciful and 
sensible than thou." 

I object to any suoh "confer- 
ence" on the "Feeble-Minded 
Deaf" as is contemplated at the 
Convention of Principals and 
Teachers, as there is no siaab a 
class. There are varying degrees 
of intelligence amotig all children, 
and a popil is a pupil whether he 
can be taught mentally or not, but 
can be made to learn a trade. 
That is what a school is for. 1 
want no suoh diatinctiona anoi^ 
the deaf. Cut it out.

Thbrx U a sag:gestion of vandal- 
ism in the frivolotu and off-hand 
disposition of tbe tabject of repair- 
ing^ the Gallaudet Monument at 
Hartford, which ' ' Parliamentarian' ' 
makes in this issue of the Journal. 
He tosses it off in the eight words : 
' Let the Hartford Institution look 
to its decay." 

Now, perhaps the Hartford Insti- 
tution would eventually undertake 
to keep the monument from falling 
into ruin. 

But tbe proposition to collect 
funds to repair it has not come from 
the Hartford Institution. It has 
been made by the deaf to the deaf. 
The monument was erected by 
money contributed exclusively by 
the deaf ; it was designed by a deaf 
gentleman of Philadelphia — Albert 
Newsam ; the panels were the work 
of another deaf gentleman — John 
Carlin, of New York ; and there can 
be no doubt had there been a deaf- 
mute sculptor available in the year 
or two preceding its erection in 
1854, that the whole work would 
have been done by the hands of 
deaf-mutes. It is quite natural and 
proper that the deaf of to-day should 
take a deep interest in the work of 
their silent brethren who have long 
since passed away. It is to the 
credit of the deaf of the present 
generation that tbey arc willing to 
perpetuate the glory which clings to 
the pioneers who demonstrated their 
intelligent gratitude by the erection 
of the monument — a glory that casts 
its broad beams upon the deaf of 
each succeeding generation. 

In the record of the dedication 
ceremonies there is no mention of 
any presentation of the monument 
to the Hartford School, and no o£5- 
cial of tbe school made any address 
on the occaaioa, except Laurent 
Clerc, and his speech was made in 
the capacity of president of the Gal- 
laudet Monument Association. The 
Mayor of Hartford made tbe prin- 
cipal addi«aa, which was ettlogistic 
of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet and 
complimentary to tbe deaf who had 
profited so much by the education 
which Gailaudet's self-sacrifice, per- 
sistence and philanthropy had pro- 
vided. None of the speakers were 
eveo from any of the New Bngland 
Sutes. The New Bngland Gallau- 
det Association was not then in ex- 
isted, but was organized imme- 
diately rfterwards.) 

It will easily be seen that the 
moBoment was credited to the deaf 
of the United StaUs. «n<l it seems 
obligatory on the deaf of the United 
Sutes, through the National Asso- 
ciation, to take up the burden of 
provMiag a fund for repairs. 

' Parliamentarian ' ' can deceive 
ao ou$ with the statement that the 
moatimcnt has "no artistic value, 
but some local importance." The 
paa«ls arc rcaUy artistic, the bas- 
T«U»t of OaUaadct's oouotcoaace is 



said to be the most faithful, and 
the conception and grouping of the 
three little children to whom he is 
teaching the manual alphabet, is 
beautiful indeed. As to the impor- 
tance of the monument being simply 
" local," there will be found few of 
the intelligent deaf who can not see 
its historical significance, as well as 
the honor it reflects upon the deaf 
as a class of people who are moved 
by the same generous impulses and 
guided by the same quality of wis- 
dom as the normally endowed. 

No one should be diverted from 
the main issue by the red-tape com- 
plications which " Parliamentarian" 
presents so skilfully, and blandly 
invites us to untangle.

ill fact, the earth is looked upon as 
the mother of all thinus The Fjoit 
believes that the tiisl born of all 
creaiion was NzsinM Mpungi, Ihe 
earth. From the eariii come all Ihe 
power of the planis. I'be universal 
molhei earl.li is next lo Ihe supreme 
God. In Loaiigo, the earth-spirit is 
honored iiexi lo ilic sky-ijod, and 
has lier own priests. On the gold 
coast, heaven is spoken of as the 
father of all things and the earth as 
the inoUu\r of creation. In the 
lower Niger country the earlh is 
adored and Iheie is a deep reverence 
for Ihe soil. The natives believe 
tliiil lhe.\ receive their spiritual ex- 
if<1ence direct freni Ihe sky-god, or 
father, bill the human or material 
part from the earth. 

This belief in the earth as a 
goddess and in earth spirits, and in 
close relation between the earth and 
the sky. has csiuscd many religious 
eu.'<tomH a.itl i-t'ieiiionies to be 
associated with agriiMiltuial opera- 
tions. There are special ceremonies 
connected with plaining and 
harvesting. Schwcinfurth mentions 
a seed time festival <o celebrate Ihe 
sowing of crops. Once a year, 
al)oul January or Februarv, the 
IngHias of the lower Niger .assemble 
at Ihe certain place, erect small 
huts of leaves and branebes, and 
spend the day in fenstingand meiri- 
meiil. The kiiiu' is pres'iil. The 
royal trumpet is souikumI, in order 
that the people ma> know thai 
theii kini> still lives. Toward sun- 
set tlie huts are set on fire, and the 
monarch, amid ureal shouting and 
singing, is borne to liis residence by 
his subjects. Immediately after 
this, the people go to their homes 
and commence lo prepare ihe land 
for sowing of crops. 

The priinilive African nearly re- 
cognized that ihete was a close re- 
lation between rain and growing 
crofis. Numerous devices are used 
and sacrifices made to insure an 
abunilance of rain. In Bechuana- 
biiid they have rain gardens in which 
charmed seeds are planted befoie 
the regular sowing begins. After 
the garden is planted, the rain doctor 
goes to the top of a hill, blows his 
horn, lights H fire and shouts to bring 
the rain. When a garden of rain 
has been sown it becomes unlawful 
to fell trees save at dawn or al sun- 
set, and it is a grave offense to bring 
a green bough of the hacklhorn tree 
into a town by day durinc Ihe rainy 
season. If the rains are late, the 
rain doctoi extinguishes all fires and 
l)y means of special file made with 
the fire diill relights them. 

Agriculliire among the Africans, 
as among other primitive peoples, 
is very ancient. Its origin goes 
back lo the beginning of family 
life, when primitive woman began 
to care for eilible plants, to save 
their seeds and plant I hem and 
attend them after they had sprouted. 
There are a number of Afiicnu 
legends dealing with the origin of 
agriculture. One of these says : 
" Long ago, before our ancestors 
knew the use of fire, when they ate 
grass like animals, a river spiiit 
pointed out to them the nian<licoca 
root and the banana." The same 
liver spirit then taught them the 
use of fire, and after this came the 
blacksmith, working in iron .and 
copper. 

According to another story, the 
people of long ago said, ' Let us go 
up and get hold of the moon. 80 
they summoned every one in those 
lands and gathered all Ihe people 
togethei. The men said, "Let us 
build while the women bring the 
stones" The women, therefore, 
carried up the stones and gave 
ihem to the men, while all said, 
"We want to get hold of the moon, 
the IjOhI's plate, because it is so 
bright anil while " So they kept on 
building, tmtil Ihe tower grew to a 
point of seizing the moon, the tower 
said, ' I shall fall down,' and down 
it fell. And the people died, leav- 
ing their little children 

And Ihe children said, 'AlasI 
Now that our fathers have perished 
thus, what shall we do? They died 
because they tried to get hold of the 
moon. Shall we, then, go up too ?' 
So Ihey concluded, • No; we won't go 
there any more, because the moon 
wa» created l»y the Lord. As for 
us, let us start and boo.' So Ihey 
began to ciilivale the land, and this, 
was the beginning of agri<'iiliiue."

Speaking of the printing exhibit 
at the Colorado Convention. Mr. 
G. W. Vedltz makes the following 
C(miment8 upon the trade itself as 
an occupation for the deaf : 

"There is no denying the fact, 
that printing and its branches still 
seems to be the trade par excellence 
for the deaf. They hold thir own 
with their hearing fellow workmen 
and in several instances are fore- 
men of their shops. One deaf 
printer in Norfolk earns #1.500 a 
year at his trade and in another 
city there is one whose pay the year 
through aggregates $1,800. 

Deaf printers who own their own 
homes and give other evidence of 
thrift and pnisperity probably ex- 
ceed in number those employed in 
any other trade. The printers 
themselves, moreover, were very 
much in evidence at the convention. 
Still another lecommendHtion 
possessed by this trade as an oc- 
cupation foi the deaf is its union, 
second perhaps to only one other 
labor union, that of the Brother- 
hood of I<ocomotive Engineers. 
And it should not be forgotten that 
this union also maintains one of Ihe 
l)est homes for disatilod workmen 
in the country, quite a number of 
deaf-mute printeis having l>eneflt- 
ted thereform. In short this trade 
amply deserves to be placed first on 
the manual training list of every 
school for the deaf in the country 
that maintaiti an industrial depart- 
ment."

(equipment and 60 for methods. 
The standai-d fixed liy Ihe Board is 
60 points being liased on the health, 
cleanliness, comfort and feed of the 
cows, cleanness of the general 
surroundings as well in other 
matters. Mr. Hov stood first in the 
whole list of 54, his total .score be- 
ing 68. being hignest in equipment 
and methods, and his nearest com- 
petitor being ten points l>ehind. 
There are nineteen other dairymen 
in the same neighl>orhood, none of 
whom (mme up to the required 
standard, and tlius Mr. Hoy stands 
at the head of the business in his 
neighborhood. 

Mr. Joseph F. Creelman one of 
the old siandbys of the Cincinnati 
Anderson Club died at his home in 
Norwood, Monday and was buried 
Thursday. The Club laid a fine 
floral offering on his bier If we 
are not mistaken, he was educated 
at the Danville, Kentucky, School, 
and was a bookbinder by occupa- 
tion. 

The death of Mr. George Read- 
ing, father of Mrs Collins S. Saw- 
hill, mention of which was made in 
last letter, was a native of War- 
wick, England, born in 1834, and 
came to America in 1856. He 
served through the Civil War, from 
1861 lo 1865, being honorably dis- 
ctiarged.

A speechless sermon in a silent 
service was delivered to a congreg- 
ation of deaf-mules in the Bofiuger 
Chapel of Christ Church Cathedal, 
yesterday when Bishop Daniel S. 
Tuttle confirmed a class from St. 
Thoma.s' Mission for Deaf- Mutes. 

The Bishop spoke through the 
iwiftly-moving finjjers of his inter 
preter, Miss Pearl Herdmau, a 
teacher in 'he mission, who can 
both speak and hear. 

The Reverend James H. Cloud, 
rector of St. Thomas' Mission, 
presided at the service, gave the 
anuouncements, read and received 
the tespon.ses and prayers in signs. 

The only .ludilde sound in the 
room in whicli several score people 
were worshiping was the voice of 
the Bishop, who, after giving his 
salutation, spoke of the three-fold 
nature of man. 

" When our faith grasps the idea 
of the God Trinity, it is not 
strange," he said, " that we our- 
selves are made in three parts. 
There is the animal part in us 
There is the intellectual part in us 
and there is the spiritual part in us 
These three go to make up the uue 
* I' of each of us. 

" For the animal part of us there 
is provided the home, wherein are 
placed all the sweet and strong 
forces that grow us for the good of 
humanity. The faithfulness of the 
father and the loving unselfishness 
of the mother take care of the 
animal part, provitle the food we 
eat and the clothes we wear and 
take care of our bodies. And don't 
let us get the idea that the animal 
part of us Is a wicked pttrt. It is 
God's own cieation and good gift. 
Its very appetites and passions are 
not wicked, bul only as we use 
them wrongfully. 

" The intellectual part comes into 
exercise when we go out of the home 
and into the school and into the act- 
ive affairs of life, into the social and 
business life, where it is .streuglh- 
ened and disciplined by sagMcity and 
foresight and reflection and consider 
ation and the very interplay of the 
mutual forces of the men and women 
who make up the active interests of 
life. 

"Now don't think that Inisiness 
and politics and society are worldly 
or necessarily bad. Sometimes 
people would tiy to persuade us that 
business is only a form of graft and 
robbery, forgetting that in business 
is the way, under God's direction, 
to discharge our duties and helpful- 
nesses toward each other. 

"There also is a third institution 
provided for the thini part of man, 
the spiritual part that we can neither 
see with the eyes nor note by any of 
the senses, the immortal part of us 
that never dies, though the body die 
and the intellectaal 'pait dissolve 
into desti action. 

"The third institution is the 
ohnrch, in vhich the spiritual part 
of man is disciplined and helped and 
sustained. The Christian chunph is 
the institution for nourishing and 
guiding the spiritual part." 

The class confirmed included the 
Gussie Bermer, Essie Siegold and 
Annie Stocksiok, Mrs. Delia Stock- 
sick, and Messers. Edward NVhit- 
taker and Atonzo Edmonds.

In view to the statement recently 
appearing in your paper from the 
pen of the Columbus <x>rrespondent 
— ia wit. : " that the National Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf has no 
legal standiug iu this State (Ohio), 
as well as in several other Stfttes," 
perhaps it will be of interest to New 
Yorkers and the deaf in general 
elsewhere to learn that under date 
of April loth, 1911, the Superinten- 
dent of Insurance of New York 
State, Hon. William H. Hotchkiss, 
issued a license to the home office iu 
Chicago, authorizing the aforesaid 
Society to transact business in New 
York, thus removing all and every 
restriction under which we have 
labored during the past two years. 
The ofiicers and members of Br(x>k- 
lyn Division naturally are feeling 
jubilant. For years they have en- 
dured a campaign of villificatioa 
and abuse — so confident were they 
that ultimately justice would pre- 
vail. Not even threats of arrest 
and ptosecrution were sufficient to 
turn them from their purpose. 
Anonymous communications were 
sent to the District Attorney's 
Office, but to no avail. 

Verily, "he who laughs last 
laughs best " — and— ahm — perhaps 
in the future we will be spared the 
sad, if amusing spectacle of an in- 
structor in a State school for the 
deaf so far forgetting himself iu as 
effort to give vent to his personal 
spite as to attempt to belittle an 
undertaking of the deaf, for the 
deaf, by the deaf — a praiseworthy 
movement conducted on strictly 
business-like lines by honorable deaf 
gentlemen against whom never a 
breath of suspicion has been direct- 
ed — a movement which has earned 
the commendation and approval of 
the astute Superintendents of Insur- 
ance in eighteen or nineteen sover- 
eign States. Ohio is the only one 
to refuse to sanction, and the qnes- 
tion of meeting the requirements 
set forth by its insurance laws is 
merely a matter of a few months' 
time. 

This article is especially com- 
mended to our good friends in little 
old New York, who, through their 
strenuous efforts to land us in jail, 
started the agitation which has re- 
sulted in our obtaining that for which 
we fought and struggled nearly 
three years — a license from the State 
Insurance Department.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Uallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
liuilcKng for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is sitnated on 148th Street, just west 
of Auisterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from tbe 
line of the itreet to purniit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church editiceand be a center 
of reilKious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped dniing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this huildinK, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nau->) has always 
been asHociated. This was uoi pei- 
initt.ed, and it is sugKestt'd as a 
most lilting memorial to him that 
this work b« now undert<aken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forly-flve feet 
along the Htr»el front and twenty- 
tlve feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and i'ldutttrial needs of the 
d^af-mutes of New York. The 
amount reijuired for " The Gallau- 
(ilet Memorial I'arish liuildiug" will 
be about $:{0,000, and the l)uildiug 
itself, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous mouument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peo[>les They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
